The chair Sir John A. MacDonald 
sat in\when he signed the document 
for Confederation of the provinces of 
Canada, after the British North 
America Act was passed in 1867, re- 
mains at the head of a long table in 
the - Legislative Buildings in Char- 
lottetown, P.E.I.

On this 
occasion as Robert Craig, attendant 
in his bewitching Scottish brogue 
was describing the historic impact of 
Confederation on the nation and what 
transpired on that first day of July 
so long ago to weld the provinces 
into a strong unit, I was trying to 
figure where the windows were that 
form the background for the picture 
of the Fathers of Confederation with 
which we are all so familiar. This 
picture used to be in all Canadian 
history books when I was a child. 
Probably it still is, and maybe to- 

’ day's elementary scholars are a8 Ccon- 
vinced as I was until ‘this summer, 
‘that it is the illustration of, the sign- 
ing of the charter that gave birth to 
Canada as we know it today. Actual- 
ly it was a picture taken in Quebec 
in 1864, when plans for Confedera- 
tion were drawn up to be presented 
to the Parliament of Britain. How- 


ment was done at the table at which 
I sat and gazed at the bronze plaque 
on the wall with its inscription to 
this effect, “They builded better than 
they knew.’' I had waited a long time 
to visit the cradle of Confederation.

I sat up in bed, put on 
the light and looked at the pil- 
loy. No fly. But I use ‘two pil- 
lows so I lifted the top one, and 
sure enough, trapped between 
the two pillows was a_ stupid, 
buzzing fly! imagine hearing a 
fly through the thickness of a 
feather pillow. It was one of 
those crazy shingle flies that flop 
around for awhile and then falls 
on its back and dies, But I’m 
telling you no other case of 
“noises in the head” could have 
been more realistic.

‘New Hope For 
The Paraplegics 


A paraplegic since ‘he fell six 


floors from a roof to the ground 


two years ago, Maynard (Red) 
Berg, 25, wheeled himself into 
the laboratory at Maimonides 
Hospital in Brooklyn, N-Y., one 


day last summer, A laboratory 


technician attached four elect- 
rodes to the useless muscles of 
his legs. Wires from the elec- 
trodes led to a bank of four radio- 
like amplifiers on a nearby table. 
Dr, Adrian Kantrowitz, attend- 
ing surgeon, approached the con- 
trols of the amplifiers, paused a 
moment, and said quietly to Berg: 
“Get ready, you're going to stand 
up now.” The patient grasped a 
bar over his head provided to 
give him balance. Dr. Kantrowitz 
turned the knobs, sending elect- 
ric impulses through the wires to 
the muscles. Red Berg stood up. 
He was the first paraplegic in 
history to stand through activity 
of his own muscles, 

“Tt was kinda funny,” the red- 
bearded paraplegic says now. “It 
was a weird feeling standing 
there and not feeling the ground 
below me. I didn’t feel any sensa- 
tion in my legs at all. At first I 
was really frightened because | 
didn’t think the electricity could 
hold me up. But it did.” 

Red's ability to stand was a 
crude beginning of a process 
that may take years, but it gives 
hope that someday he may be 
able to walk. It could mean that 
many of the 250,000 paralyzed 
war veterans and accident victims 
may. follow Red out of his wheel 


chair and walk firmly into more . 


productive lives. 

At a meeting sponsgred by 
International Business Machines 
Gorp. in Endicott, N.Y., Dr. Kan- 
trowitz recently told what this 
new “bioelectronic” technique 
portends. Someday, he explained, 
a complex program of “instruct- 
ions for walking” will be fed into 
a combined computer-amplifier 
small enough for a patient to 
wear on his belt. Through wires 
to electrodes, the computer would 
activate eighteen muscles in each 
leg in the proper order and at the 
proper strength. The patient 
would carry a little control box, 
the size of a. cigarette package, 
with a “joy stick” on it. When 
he pushes the joy stick forward, 
the patient would walk. Push it 
to the left, and he would turn 
left. Push it back and he would 
stop. 

Aware of the complex prob- 
lems facing Dr. Kantrowitz and 
his co-workers, Red Berg, back 
in his ward, pushes on with his 
own rehabilitation program. He 
spends three hours a day exercis- 
ing in the gym, then studies art 
in the hope of winning a scholar- 
ship to an art school. His para- 
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TMENT ? —— An estimated 


plegic wardmates kid him about 
his visits to Dr. Kantrowitz, and 
call him “Red the Robot,” “Bat- 
tery Red,” and “Ever-Reddy.” 


Dr. Kantrowitz himself is con- 
fident that someday many para- 
plegics will walk again. The USS. 
government evidently has that 
confidence too, Last month, Mai- 
monides received a $250,000 re- 
search grant from the National 
Institutes of Health to assemble a 
team of surgeons, engineers, bio- 
physicists, and biochemists to 
work together on the project. 

“When we get all the problems 
licked,” Dr. Kantrowitz said, 
“there's no telling what we could 
program into the prospective 
computer on Red's belt. Why, we 
could even program a cha-cha- 
cha for him to dance.”

Following protests by Republi- 
cans, the U.S. State Department 
has rewritten its published ver- 
sion of why the armed forces of 


the Western alliance did not~ 


reach the city of Berlin in the 
final military phase of World 
War ll, ° 


The original version read: 


“The Western armies could 
have captured Berlin, or at least 
joined in capturing it... .” 

The revised version, after the 
protests, reads: 


“For sound military reasons 
the Western armies in the final 
phase of the war had not ad- 
vanced on Berlin, the occupation 
status of which had already been 
agreed, but had concentrated on 
the primary task of destroying 
the main German forces. . . .” 

Every . great war seems to 
leave a controversy’ which is 
fought over by the old soldiers 
and then the historians, seldom 
to any final conclusion. The 
question of why General Eisen- 
hower did not send his Western 
armies into Berlin is, such a 
question. 

This controversy is particu- 
larly lively right now because 
of the Berlin crisis. Many believe 
that had General Eisenhower 
sent his troops into Berlin, West- 
ern bargaining power over rights 


of access would have been much - 


strengthened; rights would have 
been spelled out in more detail; 
and the West would not be vul- 
nerable now to Soviet challenge. 

It is a fact that the Soviets 
got there first and that the West- 
ern armies entered much later — 
by consent of the Soviets, which 
was slowly and reluctantly 
given, ' 

That Western armies could 
have reached Berlin first is not 
seriously challenged. Advance 
patrols of the Western armies 

ere well beyond the Elbe and 
had penetrated into the western 
had er of Berlin itself when 
they, were recalled on General 
Eisenhower’s orders, and_ his 
armies took up their position on 
the Elbe. At that time the Soviet 
armies had not yet crossed the 
Oder. 

Nor is it in question that the 
order recalling the patrols and 
placing the American front on 
the Elbe was issued by General 
Eisenhower. , 

What is in question is 
whether his decision was justi- 
fied by conditions prevalling at 
the time.

them and roughly in his own 
words, were as follows: 


1. Berlin is only a_ political, 
not a military, objective. 


2, The Elbe is established by 
existing agreements as the fu- 
ture boundary between Western 
and Soviet zones of occupation. 
If I push my supply lines beyond 
the Elbe, I'll only have to pull 
them back later, and this will 
mean wasted effort and money, 


3. The war is nearly over, so 
why waste soldiers’ lives in tak- 
ing a political objective. 

4, I have long worried about 
how we would meet the Rus- 
sians, The idea of meeting them 
around a corner in some city, 
both sides on the run, seems 
risky. I would rather meet them 
with a nice broad river across 
my front, 

5. There are still some unde- 
feated German forces in Austria 
in the “redoubt.” 

The emphasis was put on the 
proposition that Berlin was only 
a political objective. This view 
was repeated in General Eisen- 
hower’s book “Crusade in Eur- 
ope.” General Bradley, in his 
“Soldier’s Story” confirmed it, 
adding that the American high 
command at the time was 
“naive” in its resistance to urg- 
ent British pleas for a maximum 
possible advance eastward. 

Churchill urged resumption of 
the eastward advance in strongest 
possible terms, and Marshal 
Montgomery ~ was allowed to 
push along the Baltic coast, but 


General Eisenhower turned the 
American advance southward 
toward the “redoubt.” At the 


time of the decision to stand on 
the Elbe there were several 88 
divisions in an area in Austria 
which had been prepared to some

extent for a “last stand.” There 
was concern in headquarters 
about the “redoubt.” But in the 
end nothing ever came of the 
“Jast stand.” The “redoubt” sur- 
rendered in the general surren- 
der, and the Soviets took Berlin. 


The issue comes down to 
whether the military reasons for 
the turn away from Berlin, 
incidentally also away from 
Prague, were in fact sound. They 
were indeed military, and only 
military. Every political consid- 
eration called for the farthest 
possible advance eastward. Those 
reasons were brushed aside as 
being “political” and hence by 
inference unworthy. 

Certainly the loss of Czech- 
oslovakia to communism descends 
from the decision to give military 
reasons priority over political 
reasons. Probably the Western 
case in Berlin is weaker than it 
need have been from the same 
decision, The record does raise 
a question whether the State 
Department's rewrite of history 
is sound history. 


If. the decision sprang from 
military reasons, one must con- 
clude that the military reasons 
are grossly exaggerated. The 
whole weight of the American 
armies in Germany at that time 
was definitely not needed to 


erush out the last resistance in 


the German arnties. 


Searching For. The 
Secrets of Sleep . 


The peculiar chemistry of sleep 
is something which still baffles 
scientists. But a new investiga- 
tion, launched by Dr. Chester 
Pierce .and his assistants at 
Oklahoma University Medical 


‘ Centre is trying to track down 


some of its age-old secrets, espe- 
cially those concerning the effect 
of dreams. 


Bad or anxious dreams, the 
kind which produce--nightmares 
and cold sweats, havé been sus- 
pected.of promoting heart attacks 
or brainstorms, 


Such effects may arise because 
ugly dreams, by generating ex- 
citement, increase the amount of 
fatty material, called cholesterol, 
circulating in the blood. 


This material, says scientists, 
clogs the arteries, and may lead 
to thrombosis. 


For his investigations®™ Dr. 
Pierce has persuaded a. student 
to act as “guinea pig.” The stu- 
dent sleeps in the hospital labor- 
atory with a tube attached to a 
vein in his arm and a small bat- 
tery of electrodes fixed round 
his head. 


The electrodes record his brain- 
waves and eyeball movements. 
By watching this graph the in- 
vestigator can tell at once when 
the student is dreaming. 


At favourable moments he 
takes samples of the student’s 
blood. 


When he has obtained the vital 
blood sample, the investigator 
can waken the student, who can 
then give accurate details about 
his dream, 

Dr. Pierce also hopes to dis- 
cover exactly how sleep refreshes 
human beings. It may be, he 
says, that in twenty years’ time 
the average man’s eight hours a 
day will be quite unnecessary. 
One or two hours may be suffi- 
cent, depending on its intensity. 


Famous Volcano 
Due To Erupt Soon 


it was forecast by a seismol- 


ogist recently that one of the 
most active voleanoes in the 
world, Kilauea, might blow its 


top again in a major eruption to- 
wards the end of this year. 

The volcano — altitude 4,400 
feet—is on the island of Hawaii, 
in the Pacific Ocean, and has a 
lake of fiery lava almost two 
miles wide. 

It is always smoking or flam- 
ing, sometimes overflowing into 
old tracks, but seldom dangerous. 

In 1840, in one of its worst 
eruptions, a river of fire five 
miles broad and 200ft. in depth, 
burst from it and poured down 
the mountainside. 

Two years ago, white-hot lava 
gushed like water from it and 
there was great damage to the 
town of Kapoho, About 150 mil- 
lion cubic yards of lava smother- 
ed more than 1,000 acres of valu- 
able land, . 

In 1933 there was a sudden 
revival of voleano worship in 
Hawaii with its ritualistic sacri- 
fice of maidens in. the crater 

At léast three girls, it was re- 


ported offered themselves as 
sacrifices to “appease”? the vol- 
ecano. Some time later American 
eye-witnesses saw two itis ac- 
tually sacrifice themselves to 


Pele, the goddess of the volcano. 
The two young girls, reeling 
with kava, a heady brew extract- 


ed from palm leaves, had lain on 
the edge Of the crater and been 
covered with garlands before 
plunging into the burning cauld- 
ron of molten lava a thousand 


feet below

At the Cincinnati Zoo, which 
boasts a splendid season of grand 
ra each summer -in an airy 
pavilion between Monkey Island 
and the Reptile House, culture 
is taken as much for granted as 
the roaring of lions during the 
death scene of “La Bohéme.” But 
even at such a level of sophisti- 
eation, Cincinnati was. hardly 
prepared for the prodigious rise 
of Beauty, a chimpanzee scarce- 
ly dry behind the ears, to the 
giddiest heights of abstract art, 
in less than seven months. Last 
month, after the triumphant, 
champagne - toasted opening of 
her one-chimp show at a fashion- 
able New York art gallery, Beau- 
ty found herself more famous at 
the age of three than Picasso— 
at the\age of three. As the ex- 
cited word of Beauty's talent be- 
eame the talk of the haut monde, 
critics, feature writers, and news- 
paper and television cameramen 
swarmed to the Bianchini Gal- 
Jery in Manhattan. Paintings sold 
so fast at from $25 to $95 each 
that the.artist, back in her zoo 
studio, was reportedly working 
her fingérs to the bone (she is a 
finger painter) to keep up with 
demand. More paintings were 
requested before the show was 
two days old. It loked as though 
the Cincinnati Zoological Society 
would realize well over $5,000 by 
the time the show closed. 

Some of the early purchasers 
of Beauty’s work, like collector 
and café society photographer 
Jerome Zerbe, seemed: a little 
sheepish about buying anthro- 
poid art. Zerbe explained with a 
nervous laugh that his acquisi- 


* tion was a Christmas present for 


his niece; then promptly hung it 
in his Sutton Place apartment. 
Others, like Arthur A. Hough-. 
ton Jr., president of Steuben 
Glass, who bought several, were 
forthright in their admiration.

Farewell, House Flies! 
—We Hope, We Hope 


In a low, cream - and - brown + 


Brunswick, N.J., a team of re- 
search chemists is spending valu- 
able hours these days studying 
the sex life of the fly. From this 
research, Olin Mathieson Chem- 
ical Corp. revealed last month, 
has come a promise of a new pro- 
duct that may ultimately make 
the housefly as extinct as the 
dodo bird. 


It’s a chemical called Apholate, 
which when eaten or even walked 
on—by the Musca domestica (the 
housefly), renders the -insect 
sterile. Thus the fly lives out its 
30-day life as before, with one 
hitch—its eggs don’t hatch, Olin 
entomologists hope that Aphol- 
ate may eventually eliminate 
what they say is “the biggest 
single transmitter of disease.” 

The chemical — originally de- 
veloped as a cancer cure but 
abandoned as not too promising 
— ig still in the experimental 
stage. But preliminary field tests 
show what can be done. In the 
Florida Keys last summer, Olin 
scientists mixed the sterilant with 
a “bait” made of cornmeal and 
sugar and. scattered it around, 
Within a month, 80 per cent of 
the fly population onthe test isl- 
ands was wiped out. 

Olin hopes to have the product 
on the market by 1964. It will 
take that long to test all its ef- 
fects—such as those on other in- 
sects and even people. And while 
housewives can contemplate fly- 
free homes, businessmen can 
hope to profit, too. One example: 
If dairymen eliminate flies by 
sprinkling Apholate around their 
barns, cows can spend less time 
swishing off the flies with their 
tails, have more time to produce 
milk contertedly. -

ree- moon be Od 
Startles Scientists 


Take a look at the moon at the 
first opportunity and then pon- 
der the question: Has the earth 
THREE moons? A Polish astron- 
omer has startled scientists by 
reporting to the International 
Astronomical Union that he had 
photographed two faint “clouds” 
circing the earth in the same or- 
bit as the moon but some dis- 
tance behind it. 

He thinks they may be moons 
made up of meteoric debris and 
collected over thousands of mil- 
lions of years. 

The origin of the moon which 
space explorers may soon set foot 
upon is still a big puzzle, It used 
to be thought that it was once 
part of the earth and broke away 
millions of years ago leaving a 
“hole” that became the bed of 
the Pacific Ocean. 

But today’s astronomers now 
believe that it might have been 
a small passing planet that was 
caught and held by the earth's 


‘pull or that it was formed from 


“left-overs” of the cooling mass 
of gas that formed our earth. 

The startling theory that the 
moon will one day collide with 
the earth was propounded by one 
scientist. Planets, he explained, 
follow an elliptical spiral orbit 
so that the distance from the 
centre of the orbit gradually de- 
creases. 

Our familiar moon is therefore 
getting nearer and nearer to the 
earth. But we are safe for an- 
other few million years! 

A French scientist has demon- 
strated that light reflected from 
voleanic ash exactly matches 
moonlight. Others believe the 
moon’s surface is covered with a 
layer of fine meteoric ash many 
feet deep or with a crust of por- 
ous slag formed during the melt- 
ing and cooling of rock as a re- 
sult ef a non-stop “bombard- 
‘ment” of the surface by meteor- 
ites, Sy 

We use the phrase “once in a 
blue moon” without realizing 
that a blue moon WAS seen dur- 
ing the 1902 eclipse. 

The moon's surface, though cut 
off from sunlight by the passing 
of the earth’s shadow, reflected 
light from the earth's atmosphere 
and was noticeably blue.

During a recent drive in Syd- 
ney docks Customs men discov- 
ered dozens of large, empty pird 
eages hidden in the crews’ quar- 
ters of ocean-going vessels.

We are always experiment- 
ing to give comfort with maxi- 
mum safety,”

Or the leader of a gang 
whose henchmen were contem- 
plating a take-over bid? 

Although ‘the firm’s name is 
carried inside each waistcoat, it 
cannot, naturally, offer purchas- 
ers a guarantee. So far there 
have been no complaints, but, as 
Mr. Barratt points out: “it is 
frustrating never to know for 
certain whether you still have @ 
satisfied customer—or not!”

How Can I/?

Q. Is there any way I can reno- 
vate some old, hardened glue? 

A. You can usually do this by 
placing a few drops of vinegar in 
the glue container. 

Q. How can I make a neat hole 
in a leather belt? 

A. Use a heated steel needle 
for this, holding the belt firmly 
on a wooden board. This will 
result in a neat, perfectly round 
hole. 


Q. What is the covering area 
of a gallon of whitewash? 

A. A gallon of whitewash will 
usually cover about 225 square 
feet of wood, 180 square feet of 
brick, and about 270 square feet 
of plaster, ; 

Q. How can I remedy. some 
scratches on my furniture? 

A. An old, but still good, meth- 
- od is to dip a walnut meat into 
salt and then rub this on the 
scratches. The oil of the walnut 
will color the scratches so they 
will fade into oblivion. 

Q. How can a stamp collector 
remove choice stamps from 
envelopes neatly and with less 
danger of tearing? 

A, By applying some lighter 
fluid to the inside of the envelope 
under the stamp.

The New Mexico, slightly da- 
maged, detached one destroyer 
to stand by the Oregon and pro- 
ceeded toward Norfolk, Va.; for 
repairs. The Oregon, despite @ 
great rip in her starboard side, 
was taking no water and so sent 
the destroyer about her busi- 
ness. The Oregon sailed on to 
Boston at full speed of 13 knots. 
Shortly after the destroyer ieft, 
however, the wind freshened and 
heightening waves began wash- 
ing aboard. 

The Oregon went to thé bot- 
tom within a matter of hours, 

‘with a loss of seventeen lives. 


Since that dim and near-for- 
gotten day, the Oregon and her 
cargo of golden fleece, worth 
perhaps $3 million at current 
wool prices, has eluded every 
effort at recovery. And the job 

_geems tantalizingly easy. The 
depth — under 200 feet — is 
well within the reach of divers. 
The wool is tightly compressed 
and thick with lanolin so that 
the bales, once freed from the 
hold, should bob to the surface. 
But only one man out of the 
goores who have searched—fish- 
ermen and salvage experts, div- 
ers ‘and plain adventurers — 
ever so much as claimed to 


have seen the Oregon. And he 
brought up no wool.

The man who discovered 
the wreck: Burton Mason, a 36- 
year-old diver previously known 
for his efforts to ralse the last 
German ‘submarine sunk in 
World War II. 


A breezy, bearded extrovert 
from Trumbull, Conn., Mason 
paused in his preparations for 
recovering the wool to tell how 
an educated guess and an instru- 
ment often used to find oil led 
him to the wreck. “I started 
searching last August,” he said, 
“and made repeated runs with 
a fathometer over fhe spot 
shown on the charts for the 
wreck. Nothing. 


“I became convinced that the 


chart, which was marked with 
bearings that had been taken 
from the bridge of a sinking 
ship, was wrong.” 


By this time, in Mason's 
words, he was “down to 32 cents 
and a secondhand razor blade.” 
Surrendering his salvage rights 
to the ship’s insurers, Mason 
went to Boston and there, per- 
suaded an adventurous State 
Street tax attorney, John 8. 
Bottomly, to take up the rights 
and give Mason a contract to 
continue the hunt. 

Thus bankrolled and furnish- 
ed with an elaborately equipped 
"6-foot dragger, the Captain Bill 
It], Mason got Aero Service 
Corp. of Philadelphia, an aerial- 
mapping and oil- prospecting 


_firm, to come to his aid with a> 


device known as the -magneto- 
meter, which detects certain un- 
derwater and underground 
masses by noting changes in the 
earth’s magnetic field. “I don’t 
know why nobody else ever 
thought of the magnetometer,” 
Mason said. “It’s been available 
ever since World War II.” 


. In 45 minutes, guiding the 
Captain Bill Ill by radio, a mag- 
netometer operator in Aero Ser- 

-vice’s Beechcraft led © Mason 
straight to the hulk. The spot: 
Just off Asia Rip and the Phelps 

Bank fishing grounds, within 

sight of Nantucket Lightship and 

Texas Tower No, 3 — and not 

many miles from where the Ita- 

lian liner Andrea Doria lies on 
the bottom. 


The Atlantic did its best to 
deny Mason a glimpse of his 
prize. Wearing free-diving gear, 
Mason started down the anchor 
cable. “It was whipping very 
hard,” he said. “The sea kept 
pulling my mask off my face 
and filling it with water. I 
managed to get down to 85 feet 
where a tremendous surge pull- 
ed my. helmet and flippers right 
‘off and damn near ripped me off 
the cable.” 

Later, after’ another futile dive, 
the Captain Bill III’s crew rigged 
a 1,500-pound cement block on 
chain and cable and dropped it. 
Mason tried again. “The current 
was mild and the visibility pretty 
good,” he said. “At 95 feet I ran 
into a school of tuna so thick I 
could see nothing. At about 100 
feet I saw the wreck and landed 
6 feet from the block.” 


After exploring the immediate 
area, Mason surfaced and com- 
pared his underwater observa- 
tions with a photograph of the 
Oregon. “i found I had probably 
heen on the port side of the fly- 
ing bridge,” he said. “Everything 
on the bridge matches the pic- 
tures.” 

As this was written, Mason 
was intending to return to the 
scene and, he hopes, bring up the 
first bales of the Oregon's wool. 
“It's just a mechanical problem 
now,” Mason said.

The exotic lingo of the ancient 
Chinese game of mah jongg 
(“three bam,” “East Wind”), was 
a common sound in many an 
American home back in the '20s. 
Then contract bridge swept the 
nation, and few people had the 
patience to cope with mah 
jongg’s inscrutable rules. Only a 
straggle of diehard women kept 
on building “hands” of flowers 
dragons, and winds with painted 
tiles. 

Last. month, about twenty of 
these stalwarts gathered earnest- 
ly in a tiny New York office to 
press on with a series of test 
games which will end in mid- 
January. The ladies—the board 
of directors of the National Mah 
Jongg League—are trying to de- 
cide whether there should. be, 
among other things, a change in 
the number of flower tiles, The 
rulings they hand down will af- 
fect hundreds of thousands of 
American women who have, in 
the past five years, returned to 
the favorite game of their mo- 
thers. 


“Our membership has tripled 
in the past five years,” Mrs. Her- 
ma Scheffer, blond league pres- 
ident, explained. “Just in Illinois, 
membership has boomed from 
2,000 to 15,000. We think the 
main reason for the new interest 
in mah jongg is the introduction 
of big jokers two years ago,” she 
said, “These are like canasta 
jokers and add an element of 
chance to the game.” The joker 
tiles are now included in sets. A 
good mah-jongg set costs about 
$25. It includes 152 tiles, four 
racks, dice, chips (the various 
winning hands have different 
monetary. values), and carrying 
case. Even theugh a lot of old 
sets are being retrieved from 
American atties (the league sells 
joker decals to bring them up to 
date), the two major manufac- 
turers, Cardinal and A&L, ‘both

Not Parking Meters 


This is the time of frantic har- 
vest for housewives, as heavy 
frost warnings are given out. 
Emmaline and Hilda make scur- 
rying trips to the garden all 
afternoon to gather the tender 
things, the peppers, the tomatoes, 
and the last of the grapes. They 
leave the hardy cabbage, the 
banked celery and the parsnips, 
which are always better for hav- 
ing a little frost on their tops. 


Kitchens across the valley are 
redolent with the aroma of sim- 
mering vegetables as the women- 
folk prepare the batches of end- 
of-garden sauce that thrifty 
Amish or Pennsylvania Dutch 
housewives always make at this 
time of year. 


Combining some of practically 
everything in the garden and 
featuring ripe tomatoes, red and 
green peppers, onion and chop- 
ped celery, it is simmered un- 
salted, put through a food mill 
and canned for use in soups, 
over swiss steak or smothered 
pot roast. Trina likes to thicken 
an occasional jar, add tiny meat 
balls and bake it in the oven, It 
is also excellent as a sauce for 
fish. 


Purple and white grapes g° 
into jam, jelly, juice for the 
home and for Holy Communion, 
and there are always:a few jars 
of plain seeded grapes and skins: 
for pies. 


Blankets are hung to air, stoves 
are being brought in and hooked 
up with shiny new length of 
blue-black pipe; and houses are 
being banked with evergreens 
until they resemble the ones on 
Christmas cards.

He’s Big Daddy 
Of All Race Horses 


Adiog is a 21-year-old stallion 
with a knack for begetting 
strong, speedy pacing horses. He 
has sired more> winners (329) 
with greater earnings ($10 mil- 
lion) than any other horse, stand- 


ard-bred (harness racing) or 
thoroughbred (flat racing), .in 
history. 


Today the country’s best pacer 
(Adios Butler), best three-year- 
old pacer (Henry T. Adios), and 
best two-year-old pacer (Lehigh 
Hanover) are all offspring of 
Adios. At Roosevelt Raceway 
(N.Y.) last month, the first three 
choices in the Roosevelt Futurity, 
the country’s richest harness race 
for two-year-olds, were sons of 
Adios. 

The success of his family, 
while it does little to enrich Adi- 
6s personally, has made him the 
most expensive gigolo in harness 
racing. To breed a mare to Adios, 
the mare’s owners must pay $12,- 


.500 to the three-man Adios syn-~- 


dicate (Del Miller, Lawrence 
Sheppards and Max Hempt). 
Miller, who keeps Adios on his 
Meadow Lands Farm near Wash- 
ington, Pa., bought Adios for 
$21,000 in 1948, sold him for 
$500,000 in 1955, and then repur- 
chased a one-third interest in 
1956. 

Adios’s. offspring now com- 
mand fancier prices than their 
sire brought in 1948. Three 
years ago, one of Adios’s sons, 
Dancer Hanover, was sold for 
$105,000. For three years, Adios 
yearlings have sold for an aver- 
age of $25,000 apiece. 

At the annual yearling sales in 
Harrisburg, Pa., the crop includ~- 
ed three choice sons of Adios: 

Lincoln Hanover. Probable 
price for this full brother of Le- 
high Hanover: $75,000-$100,000. 

Majestic Hanover. $50,000- 
$60,000. 

Truman Hanover. $50,000- 
$60,000. 

While his sons earn the money 
this month, Adios, a graybeard 
by racing standards, will relax in 
his comfortable 2-acre paddock 
at Meadow Lands, eating oats 
and munching hay. Would his 
owners consider selling Adios? 
“Not a chance,” said Miller, look- 
ing at his favorite horse. “Not 
for $1 million..”

’ fhe citizens of Hiroshima, al- 
most down to the last person, 
have powerful and unquench- 
able urges toward peace. They 
organize. They sing. They pray. 
They demonstrate by 
single-file in silent, snakelike 
lines. In foreign eyes, they might 
considered to have a fanatic 
of nuclear fallout. But to a’ 
single American who has lived 
in Hiroshima and who has been 
forced to accompany several dif- 
ferent waves of visitors through 
the haunting and explicit. evi- 
dence of the effects of an atom 
bomb in Hiroshima’s Peace Mu- 
seum, the fear somehow does not 
seem so fanatic. 

Most American visitors come 
to Hiroshima with a certain un- 
easiness, They are usually quite 
surprised. “But there are 60 
many trees!” they exclaim, “I 
didn’t expect so much greenery 
and foliage.” 

“It's completely rebuilt,” they 

notice. “It's just as if. there had 
never been—” and their voices 
trail off. 
_ There is always one ‘inevitable 
question. “These people. What's 
their attitude?” they ask. “I 
mean is it hard to talk about it? 
The bomb? I mean, are they, 
would you say, bitter?” 

1 always reply, almost with- 
out reserve, that they are not. 
The new Hiroshima is only 16 
years old and it has a certain 
frontier quality about it. The 
frontier quality is noticeable in 
the people, too. Hiroshima was 
guch a vacuum at the end of the 
war that it became the natural 
place to settle for returnees from 
Korea, Manchuria, and Formosa. 
Of course the survivors remain- 
ed, too, and the two groups to- 
gether seem to have developed 
a sort of “let's start all over — 
let’s roll up our sleeves and build 
it all up again” attitude. 

The central monument in 
Hiroshima’s Peace Park contains 
a sort of stone vault with the 
59,706 names of persons who are 
known to have been victims of 
the bomb. It is, of course, dedi- 
gated to all the unidentified vic- 
tims, too. On a plaque above the 
vault is an inscription which, 
ged translated, reads: “Sleep 

peace. We will never again 
g@ommit such a grievous error.”

‘One recently” erected monu- 
ment in the park is dedicated to 
all the children who died either 


during the “blast or later, from 


the effects of it. It is dedicated 
with particular reference, how- 
ever, to one little girl who, ac- 
cording. to legend, thought that 
if she folded 1,000 paper cranes 
in the origami paper-folding style 
which is familiar to all Japanese, 
she would not die. She sat in her - 
hospital bed folding furiously, 
but she was unable to complete 
the task before her death. So 
her classmates finished it for her, 
writes Dorothy Stroup in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 
They folded relentlessly and 
unremittently, and today they 
have been joined by other chil- 
dren from all over Japan. Thou- 
sands upon thousands of paper 


- eranes are. hanging -beneath the 
Children’s 


Monument in the 
park, In Japan,. at ‘least, the 


folded crane has replaced Picas- 


so’s dove as a symbol of peace. 


The children themselves, some of 


them high school age and older, 
have organized the Folded Crane 
Society, They continue to fold 
cranes which they sell for money 
to help atomic victims who are 
still in the hospital. They per- 
form various other philanthropic 
tasks having to do with bomb 
victims. They have the custom 
of flying the flag of Japan to- 
gether with their own Folded 
Crane Society flag on a pole near 
the Children's Monument. 

When the Soviet Union an- 
nounced that it would resume 
nuclear testing, the Folded Crane 
Society promptly displayed a So- 
viet flag, flying at half-mast and 
accompanied by a black crepe 


paper streamer. And when Presi- 


dent Kennedy announced reluc- 
tantly that there was no other 
choice but to resume under- 
ground testing, the Folded Crane 
Society extended its unspoken 
condemnation by decorating the 
American flag with a black 


- streamer and hoisting it next to 


the Soviet one. 

Both are rather large flags, 
and it is an unsettling sight to 
see them there, hanging halfway 
up the pole, sporting their black 
streamers, Both seem to be beat- 
ing out their unheard arguments 
against the wind like two prison- 
ers in the village square with 
their hands locked in the stocks, 
shouting their objections to un- 
sympathetic passers-by. 


Drop-Out Problem 
In High Schools 


The U.S. National, Education 
Association, disturbed by figures 
that show about one-third of high 
school students drop out before 
graduating, is embarking on a 
study aimed at reducing the 
number. 

High-school drop-outs are poor 
prospects for employment, and 
their chances are getting poorer 
all the time as automation pro- 
gresses and jobs in general re- 
quire more skill, training, and in- 
telligence. Even the high school 
graduate for that matter, is not in 
a good position. 

It is found that a youngster 
who drops out of school is likely 
to be unemployed, in trouble 
with authorities, or on the ros- 
ters of social agencies that assist 
the needy.

Then. instead of untrained non- 
graduates, we will have a larger 
number of untrained graduates, 
who will be liable to the same 
difficulties besetting the» drop- 
out. * 
We hope the experts studying 
this situation will consider the 
possibility that high-school in- 
struction in places where it is 
aimed primarily at preparing 
students for college, does not fill 
the needs of those who have no 
interest in college, no prospect 
of attending, and no chance of 
getting anything out of college 
even if they entered. 

But many of these youngsters 


might make excellent  tech- 
nicians, mechanics, and artisans 
if their true bent were discover- 
ed and their education given the 
same direction a5 thew potential 


abilities at the right time, Ye 
fore they are bored, discouraged, 
and repelled.

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The White Rajahs | 


Of Sarawak 
Sit Alexander Waddell, Gov- 
ernor of Sarawak — a British 


colony on the large Southeast 
Asian island of Borneo — took a 
delectable biscuit off the piate 
and tossed the biscuit through 
the open doorway of his office 
into the tea-time sunshine. 
“There you are,” he said. An 
elegant peacock, bowing low — 
low enough to pick up the of- 
fering — walked away as proud 
as a peacock. 

This. enterprising bird calls 
on the Governor unannounced 
whenever there is an apparent, 
opportunity for informal re- 
freshment. And he minces in for 
his brief visit frem a riverside 
parkland sloping up to a tow- 
ered stone mansion, which has a 
romantic place in history as the 
home of the “White Rajahs.” 

The White. Rajahs were the 
Brookes — English rulers of 
Sarawak who ceded the land 
to the British Government in 
1046. : 

Suppression of head-hunting 
and piracy, the latter with the 
aid of British naval ships, was 
a major accomplishment under 
the Brookes’ paternalistic regime. 
This country — still only on the 
threshhold of development — 
has an atmosphere of satisfied 
apartness. 


Today this apartness faces 
change because of a proposal that 
Sarawak should link itself in 
a new anti-Communist union 
with its immediate neighbors, 
Brunei and British North Bor- 
neo, and its more distant ones, 
the Federation of Malaya and 
Singapore, some 450 miles away 
across the South China Sea. 


James Brooke became the first 
Rajah on September 24, 1841. He 
never married and, when he 
passed on in 1868, was succeeded 
by his nephew, Charles Johnson, 
who changed his name to Brooke 
Sir Charles was followed in 1917 
by his son, Sir Charles Vyner 
Brooke, now well along in years 
and living in England. 

In 1941 the third Rajah cele- 
brated the centenary of his fam- 
ily’s rule by abrogating his own 
absolute powers in a new con- 
stitution, setting the people of 
Sarawak on the road to demo- 
cratic self-government. This is 
being approached faster today 
than previously, owing to the 
propulsive effects of new. poli- 
tical forces. 


Before the 1941 constitution 
eould take effect the Japanese 
occupied Sarawak in World War 
II, and when the Rajah returned 
afterward he decided that he 
did not possess the resources 
necessary for developing the 
territory. So, despite the bitter 
objections of a nephew who 
wished to succeed him, he turn- 
ed it over to the British Govern- 
ment and Sarawak became a 
Crown colony on July 1, 1946. 
He did this in return for a pen- 
sion amd handed over to the new 
colonial administration Sarawak 
reserves of 13,000,000 local dol- 
lars (3 to 1 American) as well 
as 6,000,000 local dollars in cash. 
He also donated the equivalent 
of 140,000 American dollars from 
his own pocket for. educational 
development. 

Sir Alexander and Lady Wad- 
dell talked interestingly about 
the Brooke family in the dining 
room of the residence, where 
there are oil paintings of the 
three Rajahs. One portrait shows 
James Brooke in India in 1803— 
looking every. inch the dashing, 
resolute sailor he was when he 
first came to Sarawak in 1839 
in his own small ship, Royalist, 
bought with a legacy from his 
father, an official of the British 
East India Company, writes Ron- 
ald Stead in the Christian &ci- 
ence Monitor.

But he came back a year later, 
found a local rebellion still go- 
ing on, helped to suppress it, 
and was asked by both sides to 
take the Rajah’s job. 


At this time Sarawak was a 


_ province of the Brunei sultanate 


which, although now shrunk to 
a little enclave of 2,226 square 
miles inside Sarawak, once ex- 
tended over virtually the whole 
of Borneo (307,080 square miles) 
as. well as overseas to. part of the 
Philippines and the Sulu Islands, 

In 184 James retaliated 
against hostility from the Sultan 
of Brunei by capturing his capi- 
tal with the aid of some British 
naval ships. Allowed to return 
to his palace, the Sultan gave 
the whole of Sarawak to Brooke 
and his heirs. 


When James went to Engiand 
in 1848 he was knighted by 
Queen Victoria and found him- 
self a nationa! hero. Then radical 
politicians, opposed to imperial 
expansion, attacked him, And the 
ending of Part One in the con- 
tinuing Sarawak story is that 
for the remaining years of the 
first Rajah Brooke’s reign he re- 
ceived no assistance from the 
British Government in maintain- 
ing the country he had so re 
markably acquired.
